NEW YORK, March’26 (AP)— 
A group of pickets estimated by 
police at 1500, sponsored by the 
American Labor party, gathered 
last night at the Ritz-Carlton Ho- 
tel where Winston Churchill was 
to attend a dinner. They carried 


signs ahd chanted “Churchill 
wants war, we want peace,” and

ain.” 

When a stocky man, wearing a 
black homburg and puffing a 
cigar, stepped from a limousine, 
the pickets hooted and booed. The 
surprised visitor, who was not 
Churchill and who was not other- 
wise identified, was escorted in- 
side by police, who explained the 
situation to him. 

Later, Churchill entered the ho- 
tel at a side entrance. 

The pickets learned later of 
their mistake. Rain began falling, 
and the demonstration ended be- 
fore Churchill emerged. 

The dinner, a private affair, was 
given Churchill by Magazine Pub- 
lisher Henry Luce. 

Earlier, on his arrival here from 
Washington, the former British 
prime minister broke away from 
his police guard and mingled with 
a crowd of 300 admirers at Penn- 
sylvania Station.

No Applause by Cousins. 
Through all the ovation and 
cheering Editor Cousins remained 
seated and did not applaud.

‘Home Rule’ Provision. 

The “home rule” provision ap- 
proved by the conferees keeps a 
Senate section which lets State 
Legislators pass laws removing 
federal rent controls throughout 
the state or in certain areas. Such 
a law would have to be approved 
by the Governor, but if he vetoed 
it, the Legislature could override 
him. That section applies only to 
actions initiated by the legislature. 

Also retained in the bill is the 
Senate provision letting the indi- 
vidual states take over rent con- 
trols. 

On the “home rule” side, the 
conferees further agreed on sepa- 
rate machinery for removal of 
rent. controls by incorporated 
cities, towns and villages in cases 
where the Governor gave his bless- 
. If he did not approve, that 
would end it.

MILWAUKEE, March 26 (UP) 
—Milton Babich, 19 years old, was 
charged today with murdering 
Patricia Birmingham, 16, whose 
weighted body was pulled from 
the Milwaukee river just two days 
after he married her sister. . 

District. Attorney William Mc- 
Cauley charged Babich with mur- 
der. The girl’s body, tied to a 
cement block with strips torn 
from a shirt, was taken from the 
Milwaukee river last Sunday. She 
had been missing since Feb. 10. 
There were two bullet wounds in 
her head. 

Two days before the body was 
found, young Babich and Pa- 
tricia’s sister, Kathleen, 17, eloped 
to Michigan and were married. 
They did not return home, despite 
the finding of the body. They were 
found Wednesday in Minneapolis 
and were returned here. 

Babich had been questioned fre- 
quently since that time. Today 
his family had asked for his re- 
lease from police custody on a 
writ of habeas corpus. 

The charge wag issued shortly 
before Circuit Judge Roland 
Steinle had ordered a hearing on 
the habeas corpus plea, Steinle 
turned down a plea by authorities 
that the hearing be postponed, al- 
though McCauley told Steinle that 
developments within the “last sev- 
eral hours’ made’ it imperative 
that Babich be held. 

Babich was in the courtroom 
for a morning conference between 
the judge, McCauley, and Babich’s 
attorneys. The Babich and Birm- 
ingham families were there also, 
and the youth was led out of the 
courtroom a tits conclusion by 
Capt. Adolph Kramer, chief of de- 
tectives.

PARIS, March 26 (AP)—France 
and Italy signed today a treaty 
intended to unite the two nations’.

Foreign Minister Robert Schu- 
man of France and Count Carlo 
Sforza, the foreign minister of 
Italy, signed the document. Par- 
liaments of both countries will be 
asked to ratify it. 

“Tt is at the service of European 
union that we are placing our- 
selves today,” said Schuman. “This 
bilaterial pact will one day, and 
we hope soon, become multilateral 
and European.” | 

Sforza, speaking in French, 
commented: 

“I dare hope that this co-opera- 
tion will be extended to many 
spheres.” 

The treaty’s text will not be 
released until later today, but of- 
ficials said it provides for elim- 
ination of customs duties on ship- 
ments between France and Italy 
in the first year after ratifica- 
tion. Both countries also will 
adopt identical tariff schedules 
for commerce with other nations, 
the informants said. 

The economic union plan calls 
for progressive steps to abolish 
existing import-export quotas, li- 
censing controls on trade and cur- 
rency regulations in a six-year 
period, the officials reported. 
They said a permanent joint 
French-Italian commission will 
supervise operation of the agree- 
ment and handle the gradual 
move toward economic merger. 

The pact, they said, calls for an 
eventual common financial and 
budgetary policy in France and 
Italy, and stabilization of their 
exchange rate. French spokesmen 
said the exchange rate, now 220 
lire for 100 francs, would be 
changed to 18 lire for 100 francs. 
The objective is to encourage the 
sale of French goods in Italy to 
balance their trade.

ITALY’S TOP RED ADMITS LOSS

ROME, March 26 (UP)—Com- 
munist leader Palmiro Togliatti 
admitted yesterday that his party 
membership was about 300,000 less 
than six months ago, but predicted 
it would be bigger than ever by 
the end of this year.

He said reports from state agen- 
cies showed that there were 
1,946,500 claims for unemployment 
compensation filed in: the week 
ending Saturday, an increase of 
6900 over the previous week. 

But he said that compensation 
claims as a result of new unem- 
ployment dropped 9500 during the 
week to 296,000. The warmer 
weather, he said, brought an in- 
crease in opportunities for out- 
door employment, particularly in 
Oregon and Utah. 

Goodwin reported a total of 32 
states reported decreases in the 
number of new claims.

NAVY ROCKET SHIP 
FIRES ONE 68 MILES 


HIGH IN THE PACIFIC 


Radio- Transmitting Missiles 
Launched on Geomagnetic 
Equator Off of Peru. 


LIMA, March 26 (UP) — The 
first high altitude sounding rocket 
ever launched from a ship zoomed 
more than 68 miles into the upper 
stratosphere over the Pacific 
Ocean last week, the United States 
Navy said today. 

The rocket’s flight was reported 
by Capt. Thomas A. Ahroon, com- 
mander of a Navy research task 
force, after the force arrived yes- 
terday at Callao, the port of Lima, 
Peru’s capital, for a three-day 
visit. 

Ahroon said the 20-foot rocket 
and two other rockets, all known 
as “aerobees,” were launched from 
the Norton Sound, the Navy’s first 
guided missile ship, several hun- 
dreds miles off Psru. 

All three rockets carried auto 
matic radio transmitters which 
relayed data about their flight to 
the ships of the task unit. 

The spot chosen for the tests 
was on the geomagnetic equator 
because of the special effects of 
the earth’s magnetic field on cos- 


mic ray particles at that latitude, |

The Agriculture Department’s remov- 
al of 144,000,000 eggs from the market, 
thereby maintaining a higher price than 
under conditions of competition in the 
open market, is only one of the numer- 
ous extra burdens on the back of the 
long-suffering consumer. 

Not only must he pay a much higher 
price than he should for farm products, 
but he has insult added to injury when 
he is also required to pay, through 
taxes, the money the Government is 
paying the farmer for surplus crops. 

The gullible public has allowed the 
powerful farm bloc in Congress to shove 
the price support programs down its 
throat. Meantime, the Government con- 
tinues to pay millions and millions of 
dollars each year for potatoes which it 
must burn “to save the taxpayer 
money”: for eggs, for wheat, for cotton, 
for tobacco.

Against the Intangibles Tax 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial of March 12 on the in- 
tangible tax was good. But it did not 
cover enough ground. 
-_ House Bill 114, intangible tax, which 

will come before the Missouri House of 
Representatives, in addition to doubling 
the present tax rate from 4 to 8 per cent 
also proposes that dividends earned on 
corporate stock be included. 

A Missouri stockholder now is taxed 
twice on dividends he receives. Once on 
federal income tax, again on Missouri 
income tax. The proposed bill on the 
intangible tax asks that he be taxed a 
third timé on those same dividends.

It 
will also hurt the wage and salary earn- 
er and the pensioner, because it will af- 
fect real wealth—the products of indus- 


Most businesses today have a difficult 
time getting the capital to expand, to 
buy new machines, ta provide more jobs, 
etc., because the sources of vénture cap- 
ital are rapidly being dried up by ex- 
cessive taxation. 

The proposed bill would tend to hold 
back further investments in corporate 
stock because investors would not care 
to risk their money when their returns 
- wwould: be taxed so heavily. Soon we 
would find industry in Missouri going 
backward instead of forward, find fewer 
jobs instead of more opportunities be- 
cause of lack of capital. 

I urge a stand against this bill, which, 
if made law, will be detrimental to the 
welfare of citizens of Missouri.

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Enforcement Is Needed 


An unusually competent debate on the Mis- 
souri tax on intangible property has been going 
on in our letter column for the last week or so. 
Dean Isidor Loeb, Representative Cecil Taylor 
and others have expressed themselves at length. 

The debate, precipitated by the effort to 
raise the intangibles tax from 4 to 8 per cent 
by enactment of House Bill 114, has sharpened 
the understanding of the fundamental nature of 
this tax. It definitely is a tax on property. It 
is not an income tax—although it has the form 
of such a levy. 

Before the new state constitution was adopted, 
the tax actually was levied on the face value 
of notes, mortgages, bank deposits and the like. 
The tax was—dhd still is—akin to the real prop- 
erty and personal property levies. Now it is 
calculated on the yield of intangible property. 
This has changed the method of assessment, but 
not the nature of the tax. 

Missouri certainly has the right to levy such 
a tax. It is simply a question as to whether it 
is a feasible and fair way of raising revenues. 
The legality and feasibility were assumed by 
the members of the constitutional convention. 
They sought to meet arguments as to its fair- 
ness by authorizing the change in assessment. 
Thus the owner of a $100, 2 per cent bond 
now must pay not $4, but only 8 cents. In- 
stead of being taxed $2 more than his income 
from the bond, he keeps $1.92 of the $2 yield. 

Surely this is not onerous. It does not violate 
the principle of ability to pay. As for multiple 
taxation, that is not to be avoided in this era. 
Nor is if necessarily unjust. There is no reason 
why a citizen should pay his debt to the state 
in only one form. 

The practical question before the Legislature 
in House Bill 114 is whether the intangibles 
rate should be doubled from 4 to 8 per cent. 
This has been raised because the tax is bring- 
ing in only about a quarter of the yield esti- 
mated at the time of its enactment. As the 
Post-Dispatch said on March 13, it has been a 
tax-eollector’s disappointment. But should this 
be remedied by doubling the burden? 

The returns suggest that the income from in- 
tangibles in Missouri is only about $15,000,000 
a year! This, of course, is absurd. Understand- 
ably, there was much dodging of this tax when 
it was based on face values. It certainly seems 
that the new and much lighter burden also is 
being avoided by more than a few of those 
who ought to be carrying it. 

The State Revenue Department should imme- 
diately start a search for those who are avoid- 
ing the intangibles tax. It can do this with 
relative ease by checking its income tax records 
against its intangibles tax records. 

If after a vigorous enforcement program the 
yield of this tax still is unsatisfactory, stronger 
measures may be considered. But first of all, 
it ought to be collected from those who are by 
law bound to pay it. 
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For Honestly Labeled Gasoline 


Here and there, filling stations are charging 
customers for premium grades of gasoline and 
oil but delivering inferior stuff, according to the 
Associated Petroleum Retailers of Greater St. 
Louis. Therefore, the association is calling for 
local legislation to require the posting of an 
octane rating on each gas pump and the honest 
labeling of oil—with inspection and penalties to 
give teeth to the law. 

This proposal does credit to the honest gaso- 
line merchants. Gasoline and oil can be ac- 
curately rated by recognized commodity stand- 
ards. In this situation, the revelation of facts 
like the octane rating not only attacks cheats 
and unfair competitors. It also asserts that none 
of the pertinent facts about the product shall be 
withheld from the consumer, and this is the 
most fundamental act of truth in advertising. 
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Wolf Rimann—A. Preview 

Wolf Rimann was a very ambitious young man 
whp got careless with the underworld and, 
therefore, was shot to death in gangland fashion. 
The murder happened in downtown Kansas City 
with 15 persons looking on. Rimann was hit 
with a shotgun blast and finished off with pistol 
shots. 

Rimann was not content with his large busi- 
ness in pinball machines and juke boxes, but 
wanted to become a liquor wholesaler. Charles 
Binaggio, Kansas City representative of the 
Capone syndicate and a political lieutenant of 
Gov. Smith, warned him to stay out of the 
liquor business. 

But Rimann was not to be intimidated. With 
the help of State Democratic Chairman John H. 
Hendren, Rimann’s firm—the Western Whole- 


gale Liquor Co.—obtained a license to operate. 


There was one hitch. Since the law prevents re- 
tail liquor dealers from obtaining wholesale per- 
mits, and since Rimann had an interest in retail 
liquor, the license could not be obtained until 
Rimann formally withdrew from the firm. 

Then the license was granted. Whoever de- 
cided to have Rimann killed did not take his 
withdrawal seriously. It was figured he was 
still in the picture. . 

The incident illustrates what is going to hap- 
pen all over Missouri if the underworld gets the 
green light. If a man is murdered because he 
goes into the wholesale liquor business, it means 
that many more men no doubt will be murdered 
if commercialized gambling is permitted. 

There is money in liquor, but there is more 
money in gambling. The latter occupation nat- 
urally attracts the most dangerous type of hood- 
lum. If the state opens the door to commercial- 
ized gambling, there will be keen competition 
among rival mobs to control it. That means 
gang warfare. And the gang that comes out on 
top will try to stay in power by corrupting pub- 
lic officials. 

St. Louis and Kansas City are in for a reign of 
terror unless police boards, prosecutors and 
courts take vigorous action to enforce the law. 
Meantime, Wolf Rimann’s murder is an interest- 
ing preview of what will happen if they do not. 
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Plugs for the Bribery-Law Holes 


An amendment to the state bribery laws, re- 
ported out by the House Judiciary Committee 
would lock the door a second time after the 
horse was alleged to have been stolen. 

The first time occurred three years ago after 
State Senator Joseph A. Falzone of St. Louis 
county was accused of soliciting a bribe. He re- 
signed before the Senate completed an ouster 
trial, and was not subject to prosecution because 
the statute outlawed the acceptance but not the 
‘solicitation of bribes. A 1946 act closed that 
loophole. 

Now the state sales tax scandals, in which the 
acting head and four former employes of the St. 
Louis sales tax collection office have been in- 
dicted, have disclosed another loophole in the 
bribery statutes. Solicitation or acceptance of 
a bribe is outlawed for officials but not for em- 


ployes. The Judiciary Committee made a mis- 
take, we think,.in dropping out the still further 
proposal by Representative Garten, of Pierce 
City, that the offense of fraud in office be 
made a felony instead of a misdemeanor. It 
would then be prosecutable at any time. with- 
in three years under the statute of limitations 
instead of being cut off after one year. 

Not only should the Legislature adopt these 
improvements—it should give the bribery stat- 
utes a thorough looking-over while it’s about it 
this time, to see whether any further inade- 
quacies still persist, and if so, to correct them. 
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Revise, Rather Than Repeal 


Pro-labor Democrats in the Missouri House 
are reconsidering their impulsive bill to repeal 
the King-Thompson Act, the measure enacted by 
the previous Legislature to outlaw public utility 
strikes. Today, the House Labor Committee 
under Chairman Thomas A. Walsh of St. Louis, 
an original sponsor of repeal, is studying pos- 
sible amendments in lieu of repeal. 

Many more Missoufians than not, we imagine, 
want the law to prevent any interruption of 
electric, gas, water and telephone service and 
common carrier transportation. Employes may 
have the most valid grievance in the world with 
a utility corporation, but they cannot strike 
without wounding innocent bystanders, the con- 
suming public. The public will not tolerate such 
punishment indefinitely, any more than it will 
tolerate strikes of postmen or policemen. Sena- 
tor Hogan of St. Louis, a labor union official 
himself, understood this when he warned his 
more impetuous colleagues not to throw the 
King-Thompson Act overboard. 

This does pot mean that the law need.stand in 
exactly its present form. In effect, the K-T Act 
abolishes labor’s right to strike in the industries 
that it covers. It takes away Jabor’s ace in the 
hole, and in that way strengthens the hands of 
employers in collective bargaining. 

For this reason, the Post-Dispatch, which was 
one of the early Missouri exponents of a law to 
prevent utility strikes, has always contended 
that the law should compensate employes for 
the loss of their ultimate strike weapon. It 
might be done, for example, by setting up an 
impartial public board to fix fair wages and 
working conditions and to arbitrate disputes. 

Unfortunately, such machinery was omitted 
from the present law, and to this extent labor 
has a solid grievance. Therefore, while outright 
repeal is a.counsel of folly, amendments to 
bring the scales into balance are in order. 
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A Party Obligation in Illinois 

George D. Kells, chairman of the Illinois 
Democratic State Central Committee, gives Gov. 
Stevenson important support in the disavowal 
of “Two Per Cent Clubs” among state em- 
ployes. The new Governor has taken the sound 
stand that in his Administration those who work 
for the people of Illinois will not be sand- 
bagged into turning over a fixed percentage of 
their salaries for party machine purposes, He 
wants civil servants to work for the state, not 
for a political organization. 

Any Democratic county chairmen who have 
begun to put on this lug now have only one 
choice. That is to take it off. Adlai E. Steven- 
son is working day and night to give Illinois 
an administration which will rise high above the 
combination of shakedowns, graft, padded pay- 
rolls and political assessments of the Green 
years. If the local Democratic organizations 
want to help the Governor, they will join him 
in lifting the state personnel out of the old 
sinkhole of party spoils and lugs. 
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Mr. Royall and the Malmedy Case 


Secretary of the Army Royall, in his instruc- 
tion to Gen. Clay to delay the execution of the 
Malmedy defendants, emphasizes the “heinous” 
nature of the massacre of American soldiers 
for which these Germans were convicted. 

So long as he talks about the Malmedy crime 
itself, Secretary Royall is on solid ground. The 
shooting of the captured Americans in cold blood 
by members of the German First Panzer Regi- 
ment in the Battle of the Bulge was cold-blooded 
murder. Those who committed that crime de- 
serve death and had they been caught in the act 
by our troops, they doubtless would have been 
shot on the spot under the pressure of war. 

The outrageousness of the Malmedy massacre, 
however, is not the issue in the protest against 
these convictions. The protest is based on the 
use by the American military prosecutors of bru- 
tality, threats and deceit. What is objected to is 
reliance on methods similar to those which the 
Nazis themselves used to obtain confessions and 
convictions. P 

No conviction in an American civil or criminal 
court would stand if it could be shown that the 
prosecutor had threatened reprisal on the ac- 
cused person’s family or relatives if he did not 
declare himself guilty. No conviction in this 
country would be upheld if it could be proved 
that the agcused person was subjected to cruel 
and unusual punishment as a means of obtaining 
his confession. These are only two of the meth- 
ods used against the Malmedy suspects by our 
prosecutors. 

The Department of the Army cannot escape its 
responsibility to back up its own review board, 
consisting of Judges Gordon Simpson and Ed- 
ward Van Roden who investigated the facts. 
The judges found that brutality and trickery 
were practiced and they formally reported so last 
October. e. 

Almost as regrettable as the torture, in what 
was supposed to be a procedure of justice, is re- 
luctance of Secretary Royall to take official 
action. Then he moved, presumably only in re- 
sponse to a prodding by the American public, 
including several members of the Senate. 
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The Art of Slicing It Thin 


British butchers are worried about how to cut 
meat that thin, now that the weekly ration has 
been reduced to 10 pente worth, or 16,3 cents. 
What bothers them more particularly is the re- 
quirement that one-fifth of the total ration, or 
3.26 cents worth, must be in corned beef. They 
say even the sharpest razor won't slice corned 
beef as thin as 3.26 cents worth. 

For a solution, we refer them cheerfully to 
the American scene. Let them observe the 
alienists for the prosecution testifying to the 
sanity of the murderer in the dock, and the 
alienists for the defense testifying to his lack 
of it. They usually cut it pretty thin. 

Let Britain’s butchers learn from the Civil 
Service Commission of the United States, which 
grades people’s abilities down to the second 
decimal place. That's thin, all right. 

And if what they want is the last word, let 
them listen to the chief poohbah of a public 
opinion poll explaining to his own satisfaction 
why he hadn’t had any notion of what was go- 
ing on. That, gentlemen, ought to be thin enough 
for the corned beef,

The full story of the wire-tapping plot to 
listen in on the telephone conversations of 
high New York City officials remains to be 
told. But the average good citizen knows 
enough of it already to feel a revulsion 
against such methods of conducting poli- 
tics, no matter who uses them. 


The late Justice Holmes once spoke of 
wire tapping as dirty business. It is the 
resort of the snoop, the sneak, and the 
peeper. The conscience of the public rebels 
against this eaves- 
dropping as an in- 
vasion of civil rights, 
the forcible entry in- 
to privacy without 
warrant. 


Its only standing 
in law or in ethics is 
when used strictly 
for official purposes, 
under the sanction of 
proper governmental 
authority or court 
determination, in 
pursuit of the law- 
breaker or the enemy 
of the state, The pos- 
sible abuses of even 
this purpose are so grave that conscien- 
tious people are deeply troubled over the 
problems raised, 

Without prejudging in any way the con- 
nection or the guilt of any of the figures 
appearing in the present investigation, we

assume it is a fair deduction, and one that 
will certainly be made by the public gen- 
erally, that this eavesdropping on official 
wires was undertaken with the hope of 
gathering information to be used politically

Among the items in the day’s news that 
will produce some melancholy reflections 
is the intimation that the spearhead of a 
new aid-to-Chiang movement in the Senate 
is the silverite Senator McCarran. Whether 
this is a form of expiation, we don’t know, 
but the silverites ought to have China on 
their conscience, if they haven’t. For it 
was their successful crusade in behalf of 
silver that irretrievably injured China in 
the ’30s. 

Silver used to be China’s money stand- 
ard, so that when, as part of the New Deal, 
this country started to buy silver, it 
boosted the price of China’s money stand- 
ard. From 30 cents it went up, eventually 
to $1.29, where the United States pegged it. 
This dear money raised the Chinese price 
of goods abroad so that China could not 
purchase freely. It threw Chinese money 
policy, moreover, out of kilter. K. P, Chen, 
one of China's leading bankers and one of 
the most respected of China’s elder states- 
men, put the issue this way: 

“On account of this purchasing plan, not 


only was monetary stabilization denied 
China but the nightmare of civilization, the 
depression, came to fall upon China as its 
prey. The rise of the silver price brought 
in its wake, as far as China is concerned, 
falling prices, shrinkage of currency, de- 
struction of industries and business, a 
greater deficit in the government's budget, 
and increasing chaos in society.” 


The consequence was that China was 
forced off the silver standard in order, as 
Mr. Chen put it, “to stabilize her currency 
and avoid national bankruptcy.” 


These are the “friends” of China who 
now want to subsidize Chiang Kai-shek in 
order to keep up his hopeless fight with 
his opponents in China—Communists and 
others.

THE GIRL ON THE VIA FLAMINIA, by Alfred Hayes.

In this poignant account of decent people 
caught by the war, Alfred Hayes has again 
turned to wartime Rome, the setting he 
portrayed so forcefully in “All Thy Con- 
quests,” his widely acclaimed first novel. 


His new novel is refreshing in its com- 
plete simplicity. Hardly more than a short 
story, a mere fragment in comparison with 
the weighty panoramic war books we have 
got used to reading, “The Girl on the Via 
Flaminia” manages to convey in its 215 
pages quite as much of the war’s moral de- 
struction and certainly just as much good 
writing. Mr. Hayes confines himself to 
the telling of one single episode: a business 
deal of the kind that was common enough 
throughout liberated Europe, in this case 
a deal between Robert, an American GI 
who is lonely, and Lisa, an Italian girl who 
is hungry. 

Robert, stationed in a Rome barracks, 
wanted a room to come to and a girl who 
was not a prostitute. On his side of the 
bargain, he was able to provide American ° 
coffee, PX cigarettes and candy and other 
sundries. The girl was desperate for a 
home and companionship. Her contribu- 
tion was to make the whole business less 
distasteful than a random pick-up on one 
of the Tiber bridges. It was that simple: 
the black gmarket, or, rather, “the free 
market,” between liberator and liberated.

In Signora Pulcini’s flat on the Via 
Flaminia, Robert rents a room, and the 
couple pose as man and wife.

Demonstrations of Work 
Done Given for Contrib- 
uting Associates. 


Demonstrations of work done 
by Washington University in va- 
rious educational fields were 
given last night at a dinner for 
140 of the university’s “sustain- 
ing associates” at the University 
Club. The “associates” are in- 
dustrial leaders who contribute 
annually to the university’s sup-

Chancellor Arthur H. Compton, 
in a talk, said: “Invention de- 
pends increasingly on work done 
in the research laboratories of 
the universities. Industry needs 
people who know what new prob- 
lems are and how to solve them.” 

Dr. Evarts A. Graham, profes- 
sor of surgery at the school of 
medicine, explained the method 
developed for determining if the 
blood of surgery patients contains 
a proper amount of such basic 
elements of lithium, calcium, 
phosphorous and magnesium. 

A demonstration of detecting 
these elements in the blood by 
flame-photometry was given by 
Dr. T. E. Weichselbaum and Dr.

Teacher's Function

N extending the function of the school so that it touches the 

life of the community in all its varied phases, we are likely 

to submerge the teacher unless we clarify his function in 
our minds and so allow him to fulfill it. 

The parents group is essential to the well rounded educa- 
tional system because it brings to it the healthy outlook of 
people who must meet life ‘in its crudeness, its cruelty, its 
sublimity day by day. They bring to the school a knowledge of 
the needs of their children which is essential to the intelligent 
administration of the school. They should be welcomed and 
their contribution to the welfare and progress of the school 


put to good use.

IN DOING THIS THE teacher should not be burdened with 
the details of the service this implies. When parents hold meet- 
ings they should not expect teachers to prepare a program of 
éntertainment. The meeting should be a business meeting, not 
a “show.” When tickets are to be sold, the parents should sell 
them and not expect teachers to do so. The practice that is 
followed by some groups of handing each teacher a number-of 
tickets as “your quota,” and expecting the teacher to sell them 
or pay for them, is harmful to parent-teacher relationships 
while it burdens the teacher. 

Services that the parent-teacher groups provide for the 
children should not be added to the teacher’s duties, They have 
too many as it is. For example: Lunch is being provided by 
the parents group and it asks the teachers to serve the chil- 
dren. That is an imposition. The teacher needs her lunchtime 
for rest, for time to eat her own lunch freed of duty. To take 
the teacher's lunchtime to serve children’s lunch is to make 
the teacher unfit for the teaching she should do that afternoon, 
and teaching is her function. 

re * 

ASKING TEACHERS TO volunteer for such duties as 
entertaining, serving meals, selling tickets, leading meetings, 
giving lectures does not relieve the situation. Such volunteering 
is rarely voluntary. The teacher who does not volunteer is 
likely to be marked “unco-operative,” and that is likely to cost 
that teather a promotion or a salary increase. 

Teaching takes all that a teacher has of energy, strength 
and ambition. By the end of the schoo] day, she is as weary, 


as fiat as an empty sack. She must have time to rest, to 


change her thinking, to recuperate for the next day's work. 
She must live her own life in sound, healthy fashion or she 
cannot teach to the standard we require. 

Of course the social work must be done, but let somebody 
else have a chance to do it. It is not the classroom teacher's 
function,

JESUS ACCLAIMED KING BY THE MULTITUDE AT THE PASSOVER

CHAPTER 21 


T WAS now the time of the 
| Passover, the greatest of all 

celebrations in Israel. From 
the sea and from over the caravan 
routes of mountains and deserts, 
thousands and scores of thousands 
turned weary and sweaty faces 
toward Jerusalem. No matter how 
tiring, they must make the jour- 
ney, for the Pasch was coming. 
All devout souls who could pos- 
sibly do so wanted to make their 
way to the Temple at Jerusalem. 
For seven days they would join in 
the prayers, offering up the 
paschal lamb in the traditional 
sacrifice and eating the unleav- 
ened bread, 

Jesus and the Twelve were also 
going up for Passover in Jerusa- 
lem. The Aposties were boyishly 
excited by the great crowds; some- 
how the explicit prophecies made 
by the Master of blood and death 
soon to come had failed to weigh 
upon them, They were humanly 
giddy in the midst of great events. 
Actually when the Master had 
foretold His death, they could not 
bring themselves to believe it. 
Was He not the Christ? How, 
then, could He be harmed? They 
simply couldn’t accépt it. 


So it was without any feeling of 
deep melancholy that they started 
out making a long lodp down the 
mountain paths, in a detour to the 
southern road. 

And what began as a pilgrimage 
—for Jesus and His friends going 
into the city to join in celebrating 
the Passover—ended in what can 
be called nothing less than the 
most remarkable triumphal march 
of-all time, 

The legions of the Caesars, 
tramping under arches of victory, 
were meaningless beside this sud- 
den and miraculous.triumph. One 
instant Jesus was one among a 
hundred thousand prilgrims; then, 
before any of His disciples could 
realize what was happening, the 
same Jesus was isolated, singled 
out, for the adoration of the 
people, the target of deep-toned 
amens and shrill hallelujahs! 

Yet it all came abdut so simply. 
They started early on that Sunday 
morning, passed through the ham- 
let of Bethanage, and paused at 
the ‘foot of that green Mount of 
Olives. 

Now at the base of the Mount 
Jesus paused; called two of His 
disciples and gave them curious 
orders. They were to press on to 
the next little town, and in the 
village they would find, tied to a 
hitching post, the colt of an un- 
backed ass. The two disciples 
were to loose the ass and bring 
him back to Jesus; if anyone tried 
to stop them, they were merely to 
say the Lord had need of the 
animal's service, 

And so it all turned out! The 
two disciples, not a little upset by 
by their errand, did not remember 
that the prophet Zacharias cen- 
turies before had written:

They found not only the colt 
but the mother who foaled him 
standing hitched, their owners 
lounging near by.

The words of Jesus, re- 
peated to the farmers, was some- 
how all that was necessary; the 
disciples came back leading the 


beast.

Jesus and the other disciples 
were surrounded as usual by a 
multitude, but at sight of the 
donkey some curious sudden reso- 
lution seemed to seize the crowd, 
The convoy of the two disciples 
was grected with shouts and 
cheers as if, without being told, 
the crowd not only knew the un- 
backed colt was for Jesus, but 
also remembered that an ass’s colt 
was the royal equipage, full of 
symbolism for the kings of Israel.

ass, fulfiliment of old prediction. 
They watched with narrowed 
eyes what followed—the general, 
spontaneous adulation of the mul 
titude..

They thought of Him not only as 
a real king but as one with un- 
earthly supernatural powers; an 
angel man, a God man—they be- 
lieved it all! At any moment He 
could turn loose these mobs 
against all organized , authority, 
against the Roman governor and 
the Temple priests, break down all 
supremacy, all power, set up Him- 
self as ruler and king indeed. 

Such a sight, such a prospect, 
such a danger was intolerable to 
fanatic Pharisee and greedy Sad- 
ducee alike. A spectacle like this 
called for action. 


Now the procession was climb- 
ing up, very near to the city. The 
sight of it, the nostalgic boyhood 
memories, the certainty of what 
was now at hand, brought tears to 
the Master’s eyes.

“For the days shall come upon 
thee, that thine enemies shall cast 
a trench about thee, and compass 
thee round, and keep thee in on 
every side. 

“And shall lay thee even with 
the ground, and thy children with- 
in thee; and they shall not leave 
in thee one stone upon another; 
because thou knewest not the time 
of thy visitation.” 

It was as if He could see into 
the future, see the distant armies 
of Titus in their encampment 
forty years later on Mount Olivet; 
the fire and the sword that fell 
upon Jerusalem and made sure 
every word of His prophecy, so 
soon to be one of the awful facts 
of history. . 

On He moved amid that sudden 
general ecstasy of love and utter 
trust. Through the city gate, 
where mobs followed Him as close 
as they could until He reached the 
courts of the Temple. 

And children, flocking near, 
took up the refrain of their eld- 
ers: “Hosanna to the Son of 
David!” f 

“Do you hear what these brats 
are ?” screamed the scan- 
dalized theologians and the 


scribes. ; 

“Yes!” agreed Jesus. “Have 
you never read: ‘Out of the 
mouths of infants and sucklings 
you have perfected praise?’” 

Ah! They knew what that 
meant—a prophecy of old David 
about the Messiah! Was that not 
blasphemy enough? No, for He 
had still merely quoted a text; 
they could not arrest Him on that. 

But it could not be allowed to 
go on much longer!

strong’s house, with a number 
of her other friends, we were 
treated to some movies shown by 
her husband. Most of us present 
figured in the movies, but as 
they were taken in the early days 
of my husband's Adsiinteteation 
—1933 to 1935—I, for one, felt that 
the piétures belonged to another 
world. While the years have 
dealt kindly with many of us, see- 
ing these pictures was a reminder 
that many years have passed. 

It was interesting to be in 
Washington for a few hours and 
to hear some of the talk, which 
one can hear nowhere else. 

To some people the present 
Eighty-first Congress seems not 
to be building up a much 
better record than the Hightieth 
Congress. I heard only oné note 
of approval from someone who 
had listened to a few of the 
younger Congressmen, who are 
veterans of the last war and who 
had the courage to get up and 
oppose the Rankin pension Dill. 

Apparently the majority of the 
members, when they were not 
called upon to be counted indi- 
vidually, were opposed. On the 
roll call, however, they didn’t 
quite have the courage to vote 
as they actually believed. 

I doubt if anyone in this coun- 
try feels that a veteran, who was. 
wounded or disabled in any war, 
should be denied anything that 
the country could possibly give 
him. I think also that the G.L 
bill of rights, which gave an op- 
portunity for education to the 
men who served in the war, was 
one of the finest things and one 
of the fairest things that the 
country could have done, 

It seems to me, however, that 
pensions should be under the au- 
thority of the Social Security Ad- 
ministration and should be given 
to all people alike. Hospitalization 
and medical care needed by a vet- 
eran as a result of his service 
should never be questioned. 

I think there always will be a 
deep gratitude in the hearts of all 
our people which will go out to all 
of the veterans who actually 
fought overseas and will make us, 
as individuals, want to give a 
special amount of consideration 
to a veteran. needing a helping 
hand. Veterans, however, are, 
after all, citizens of this country, 
and a bill that would cost the 
country as much as the Rankin 
proposal would hurt them as much 
as it would hurt anyone else. 

Once a soldier is again a part 
of the community, the welfare of 
the community as a whole is 
what is important to him and to 
his family. A great number of 
those who fought in World War I 
and World War II feel strongly 
the need to care for the disabled 
and his family. They Want to see 
the veteran given a chance to re- 
turn to civilian life and receive 
a fair deal in education, housing 
and the chance at a job, so that 
he is not handicapped but bene- 
fited by his war service. But the 
majority resents such a bill as put 
forth by Representative John E. 
Rankin, for now they are citizens 
and conscious that the good of the 
— community serves them 

est. , 
Our congratulations go to the 
young veterans in Congress who 
opposed this bill so courageously 
on the floor of the House. The 
citizens of this country are indebt- 
ed to them! 


Fix It Yourself

Failing Hot Water Systems. 

Untike one horse shays, booms 
for presidential candidates and 
punctured balloons, a hot water 
plumbing system does not give up 
all at once. It declines very grad- 
ually and one of the reasong for 
this decline is a collection of 
dirt, sediment and other items 
that clog up the heater coils and 
the pipes between heater and hot 
water storage tank. 

When you find that your hot 
water is no longer very hot, go 
down into the basement and with 
the heater turned off, disconnect 
the pipes between the tank and 
the heater. Naturally, it’s nice to 
turn off the water supply so that 
you don’t drown. Now get hold of 
a garden hose and give the pipes, 
coils and storage tank a really 
good flushing out. This will take 
care of just about anything that’s 
going to be taken care of, If the 
pipes and coil are lined on the in- 
side with minerals then there 
isn’t much you can do but re 
place them with new fittings. 
Cleaning, or rather trying to clean 
them is hardly worth the effort. 

Some of the modern hot water 
heating systems come with special 
valves that allow the lines and 
coil to be flushed out without hav- 
ing to disconnect any pipes. If 
your system hasn’t got this equip- 
ment then you'll have to take the 
pipes apart with a wrench.

Bridge

HE correct handling of the 

contract in today’s deal in- 

volved an unusual and little- 
known type of safety play. 

South, dealer. 

North-South ——

The bidding: 
South West North East 
1¢ #& Pass 24 
Double Pass Ke Pass 
4@ Pass Pass Pass 

North would have had a lIay- 
down at five clubs, but South 
could not know that, and, not 
without logic, preferred to try for 
four hearts. 

West led the spade king -and 
continued the suit, East putting 
up the ace on the second round. 
South considered conceding the 
trick, to preserve his trump 
length, but he did not want to 
have a diamond led through his 
hand, so he ruffed. He then laid 
down the three top trumps, and 
was thoroughly disgusted when 
East turned up with a stopper. 
Not knowing what else to do, 
South now cashed his ace and 
queen of clubs and led a third 
round, but East ruffed with the 
high trump, and his spade return 
took out South’s last trump. The 
result was a two-trick defeat of 
the contract. 

South was right in thinking 
that it would do him no good to 
discard a diamond on the second 
spade lead, but, after he ruffed, 
he should have considered the 
Possibility of a safety play. The 
correct maneuver was to lead the 
trump eight from the AKQ8! This 
would leave dummy with one 
trump, which would fully protect 
South t another force in 
spades. ow South could control 
a diamond or a club return— 
while dummy controlled a possible 
third lead of spades—and South 
could then draw trumps and run 
the entire club suit. This simple 
play South would guard 
against the highly probable 42 
break of trumps, and would only 
cost the unimportant overtrick if 
trumps broke 3-3.
